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Goals Will Be BCC’s Future 


Dr. Peter Blomerley came to 
Broome Community College 
from Tompkins-Cortland 
Community College last April 1, 
1976. He has ridden his first 
year as President getting used 
to and learning about BCC. Now 
that he is firmly at the wheel of 
the College, he plans on giving 
more guidance to its course. 

Some of the changes foreseen 
by the new President include a 
more centralized registration 
Procedure, and increased 
flexibility in class scheduling. 
This would mean shifting away 
from the predominantly day- 
school structure which we 
presently have, to a College 
which would offer courses to the 
whole community from 8 a.m. 
to 10 p.m.. This might be most 
obvious to day students in the 
Fire Training and Police 
Science programs, whose major 
courses are now offered mostly 
at night. In the future, these 
courses would be offered 
throughout the day, and those 
participating could enroll at 
- their most convenient hours.

A co-op program at 
BCC is one of Dr. Blomerley’s 
goals, and is also under study. 

The most important of the 
President’s goals is that of 
establishing a Campus 
Governance Structure, where, 
hopefully, students, faculty, and 
administrative personnel could 
meet to discuss the roll, func- 
tion and efficiency of the 
College. This group, Dr. 
Blomerley feels, would be the 
President’s best contact with 
the campus as a whole. It would

serve as a guiding council © 


where ideas on grading, class 
scheduling, school calendars, 
and any other matter of import 
could be tossed around and 
decided. Dr. Blomerley plans on 
contacting the Faculty Rep 
Council on this matter, and will 
also meet with the USG Senate 
on Thursday, October 7 at 4 
p.m. to speak with the student 
body leaders. He’s currently 
looking for input in the design of 
the Governance body. Dr. 
Blomerley plans to let the 
~ members of the-campus decide 
what is needed, and not force a 
“blue sky” structure onto the 
campus. 


Kinder Kare... A Place to Grow | 


“Kinder Kare.....A Place to 
Grow.”’ Kinder Kare is the child 
care center on campus. Located 
in the old Public Works 
building, it gives the parent a 
place to leave her child while 
she attends classes at BCC. This 
service offers an opportunity 
for growth both to the child and 
to the parent. 

Kinder Kare opened in Oc- 
tober of 1975 and has been a 
wonderful service to many 
ambitious people who have 
children yet want to attend 
classes. In the fall semester last 
year it serviced 82 children. So 
far this semester it has serviced 
124 children and the total is 
expected to reach 175-200. 

— This is not a day care center, 
it services any child between 
two months old and six years 
old; and is the only center in the 
area that takes kids under three 
years old. Anyone may use this 
service who is connected with 
Broome Community College in 
any way, be it full-time status, 
faculty, staff, mini-courses, or 
workshops. The initial 
registration fee is five dollars 
per semester and 50 cents per 


'- hour per child. These rates are 


doubles for faculty and staff. 
There is no limit as to the 
number of children_ you can 
leave at any time but, by state 
mandate, there is a three hour 
limit within any twenty-four 
hour period that a child may be 


left at Kinder Kare. It has been 


found that, even with the three 
hour limit, a student can carry 
twelve credit hours and still use 
the Kinder Kare Center. 


While the mother is studying, 
the child is learning and en- 
joying it also. There is a 
program set up at the beginning 
of each week for the children. 
The activities vary, giving the 
child something to do using his 
or her hands, imagination and 
curiosity. In any given day 
there are activities for science 
projects, art projects, motor co- 
ordination exercises and 
socializing activities. Snack 
time_is even made nutritionally 


educational. There are certain ~ 


activities geared towards the 
different age groups. It is on a 
drop-in basis, which meant that 
anytime you want to drop off 
your child you may. This is the 
only known child care center on 


ae community college campus 


that has a set activities 
program with a drop-in set-up. 
It has been used as an example 
for other centers. 

Besides the service Kinder 
Kare offers to those who use it, 
it is also beneficial to students 
in certain curriculums on 
campus. It may be thought of as 
a “child care laboratory’ by 
child care students, or as an 
“experimental group’’ _ by 
psych-sociology students or asa 
“critical audience” by theater 
students. By any name, Kinder 
Kare provides a _ place for 
practical application and on the 
spot observation. 

The Kinder Kare staff is 
headed by Nancy Crowley who 
is the education co-ordinator 
and developed the programs. 
There is also a_ teaching 
assistant who has _ trained 


through Headstart, plus there is 
a staff of volunteers who help 
the staff and children in a 
number of miscellaneous ways. 
The volunteers do anything 
from changing diapers to 
mixing paint. 

All the equipment is donated 
by local schools and interested

Broome Community College 
came about because of post 
World War II proposals to 
establish a group of Institutions 
of Applied Arts and Sciences. 
Three reasons for this proposal 
to the Regents Planning Board 
were caused by: an increased 
demand for education for 
returning veterans and war 
workers; increased educational 
demands beyond the high school 
level; and special educational 
needs for working adults. 

March 18, 1946 was the date 
when identical bills were in- 
troduced to both the New York 
State Senate and Assem- 
blywhich would have 
established five institutes for a 
five year experimental period. 
The bill proposed that the in- 
stitutions would have a limited 


Mondale Visits

Vice Presidential candidate 
Walter Mondale addressed a 
packed social room in the State 
University of New York at 
Binghamton’s student center 
last Monday afternoon. 

It was estimated over 1000 
people attended the Mondale 
speech which was electronically 
piped into other rooms of the 
student center in order to ac- 
commodate the crowd, ac- 
cording to Harpur’s student 
newspaper, The Pipe Dream, 

Senator Mondale said that he 
was received ‘warmly’ by 
SUNY students unlike the 
reception given to Vice 
President Nelson Rockefeller 
and Vice Presidential candidate 
Robert Dole the week before. 
Mondale told SUNY students he 
brought ‘“‘no empty gestures” 
referring to an obscene gesture 
made by Rockefeller towards 


enrollment with qualified 
veterans getting priority. All 
institutions would be housed in 
temporary quarters until the 
five year trial period ran out. 
Tuition would be free for all 
New York State residents while 
non-residents paid a fee of $300 
per year. All the schools would 
be governed by local boards. 
The bill became law on April 14, 
1946. The sites that were chosen 
for the institutes were: 
Binghamton, Buffalo, Utica, 
White Plains, and New York 
City. 

During the summer of 1946, 
Governor Dewey appointed the 
Board of Trustees for the 
Binghamton Institute of Applied 
Arts and Sciences. The mem- 
bers appointed were: 


SUNY demonstrators at the 
Broome County Airport. 
Mondale called for drastic 
cuts in military spending and 
nuclear arms and called for 
continued efforts to negotiate a 
settlement to the arms race 
with the Soviet Union. Mondale 
said our foreign policy should be 
one of good will and ‘‘our values 
of home must be reflected 
abroad.’ Mondale called for 
majority rule in South Africa 
and a ‘‘permanent, secure 
Jewish State in Israel.”’ 
Regarding domestic affairs 
Mondale said that the country 
cannot solve its’ present 
problems without full em- 
ployment. He _ said_ that 
unemployment is three times 
greater now than when the 
Republicans took over the 
White House in 1968. He also 
said-unemployment is up 50 
percent over when President 
Ford took office in 1964. Mon-

Mondale referred to 
Republican attacks on 
Governor Carter’s tax-reform 
policies as “an attempt to 
distort their own miserable tax 
reform record.”

Extra curricular activities 
also had their start in the early 
years of the Institution. In 1947 
the first Student Government 
was organized. Tech Talk, the 
student newspaper, made its 
debut in 1948, the same year 
that the first evening courses 


were instituted into the 
curriculum. Students had to pay 
between $6.00-$7.00 per 


semester hour for these courses 
because they were not sub- 
sidized by the state, even with 
this cost most spent more than 
$75.00 a year for their education 
in Binghamton. 

The athletic teams were 
nicknamed the Technicats, but 
the name was changed 3 months 
later to the Hornets. The 
nickname was suggested by a 
local sports writer. The Citadel 
was also given its name in the 
year 1949. 

Tragedy struck the institution 
on Labor Day, 1951. A fire at the 
State Tech. Armory totally 
destroyed the school. School 
reopened in October with the 
main bulk of the student 
population” attending school in 
the Kalurah Temple. 

Broome. County Technical 
Institute received its new name 


in 1953, after Broome County 


took over sponsorship of the 
college. The tuition was 
changed, and students now had 
to pay $300 per year. 

In February, 1954, the Board 
of Supervisors approved the 
Upper Front Street site to build 
a permanent campus. Ground 
was broken the following year.

Thecurrent summer session 
program at BCC was instituted 
in 1961, and the Liberal Arts 
curriculum was added to the ‘ 
school in 1963. Tichner Hall was 
open in 1963, followed by the 
opening of the Library in 1968. 
Two of the newest buildings on 
campus are the Union, and the 
Business Building. They were = 
added about four years ago. 
Four years have passed and | 
the campus has had many 
changes in administration, 
faculty, students, and 
curriculum, But relatively little 
has changed except that the 
Union Hall will be getting 
restrooms soon. Faculty and 
students have passed through 
the halls of BCC but the 
buildings stand on the Upper 
Front Street site as a symbol of . 
history and of continuing 
education of this day and age.

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Two weeks ago members of the CITADEL and 
FULCRUM staffs were informed they were not to 
receive any credit this year for their efforts. In 
previous years, if a student had shown a worthy 
amount of participation he or she was awarded one 
credit per semester.

The present editors-in-chief of both FULCRUM and 
CITADEL are fully aware of what took place last 
year. However, what seemed the major reason for not 
working with advisors last year, seems equally ap-

Getting Your Flu Shot 


WHY? 


Influenza, or flu, has a special 
place in the history of epidemic 
diseases. This is because the 
virus which causes influenza 
changes its make-up so often 
that man cannot build up 
specific immunity to it. Once 
every ten years or so, the flu 
virus changes so much that 
almost no one has any im- 
munity to it. The population is 
wide open, unprotected -against 
infection. This happened in 1957 
with the Asian flu, and again in 
1968 with Hong Kong flu. In both 
years, millions of Americans 
were sick within a period of a 
few months. 

Scientists have now identified 
a swine influenza which is 
completely different from 
viruses currently circulating in 
the human population. This new 
strain was first identified in 
early 1976, following an out- 
break at Fort Dix, N.J. Several 
hundred recruits were infected 
and one died. 

Scientists do not know for 
certain whether this virus, 


officially called A-New Jersey- 
76, will spread to the general 
population during the next flu 
season. If it does, it could cause 
a worldwide epidemic with 
extensive illness and death. 
There is no known cure for 
influenza, although antibiotics 
are important for treating some 
of the complications of the 
disease. Vaccination before 
exposure to the disease is the 
only way an individual can 
protect himself from influenza. 
This year, the United States is 
carrying out an unprecedented 
effort to provide vaccine to all 
its residents. In New York 
State, the State Health 
Department is responsible for 
implementing the program. 


WHY? 


The swine flu vaccine is 
particularly recommended for 
persons in the high risk group-- 
those over 65 years of age, 
diabetics, and those with 
chronic illness, such as heart, 
kidney, or lung disease. In 
addition, all persons over

Q. Can I get swine flu from the 


vaccine? 
A. No. 


Q: How effective will the vac- 
cine be? } : 

A. Completed tests indicate that 
it will be 85 percent effective, 
meaning that 85 persons out of 
100 receiving the vaccination 
will have sufficient immunity. 
Current testing indicates a 
higher percentage of ef- 
fectiveness can be expected. 
Q. What are the possible ad- 
verse reactions? 

A. In clinical tests, less than 2 
out of 100 persons developed a 
reaction, usually within 48 
hours. Reactions were fever, 
soreness in the arm, and red-

location. 

Q. Who should not be vac- 
cinated? 

A. Persons who are allergic to 
eggs, as well as those with 
fever. Also, persons who have

received any immunaiztions — 


within the past 14 days should 
not be vaccinated. If you have 
any questions about a par- 
ticular medical condition, 
consult your physician or local 
health department. 

Q. Should pregnant women 
receive the vaccine? 

A. Physicians recommend they 
receive the shot as there is no 
evidence that the vaccine poses 
a danger to the unborn child. 
Q. Will other influenza vaccines 
protect me against swine flu? 


A. No. However, high risk 
persons will receive a combined 
vaccine which provides 


protection against swine flu and 
A-Victoria, the type of flu 
prevelant in 1975 outbreaks. 

Q. Should I wait until flu out- 
breaks occur before I am 
vaccinated? 

A. No: It takes two weeks after 
the shot is received for it to be 
effective. 

Q. Where can I get vaccinated? 
A. Check with your local health 
department to find out the 
locations and times of clinics. 
You may also receive the 
vaccine from your physician.

Tunnelvision is about a fifth 
television network in the year 
1985, and of the effects it makes 
to keep each name every day as 
the ‘‘no B.S.”’ network. The 
results of a typical program- 
ming day are totally hilarious 
and zany, like an American 
version of ‘Monty Python’s” 
humor. 

Phil Procter, as the manager 
of the station, is a master of 
understatement for his net- 
work, assuring an investigation 
that everyone needs a satirical 
laugh from such features as 
“Secret Camera.” The CIA 
version of Allen  Funt, 
“Marie,” about a dumb young 
girl, a show about gypsies in 
Spanish Harlem that is one of 
the funniest of the epsisodes; 
and a recurring joke about a 
blindfolded French chef who 
causes car and subway crashes, 
before assassinating Proctor in 
a decorous scene at the con- 
clusion. 

Many new comedians are 
featured in these procedings. 
Chevy Chase appears on a 
commercial about nervous 
breakdowns; Larraine 
Newman is a Gypsy; durable 
William Schallert is the host of 
“Secret Camera,’ and Nellie 
Bellflower plays a variety -of 
harried housewives. 

The funny and most con- 
sistent parts of the film are the 
satires of commercials. Ads-of 
proctology lessons, wrestling 
machines (Jacqueline Warthol 
Beno vs. Sammy Davis,) and 
comedy shows with thrill killers 
as the stars predominate, with 
the biting edge showing. 

Tunnelvision is rare among 
comedy films today--it is 
genuinely funny, not aiming 
towards safeness or complete 
vulgarity. This film also

Charles Bronson is perfect as 
Ray St. Ives. St. Ives is a 
character who disdains most 
forms of physical violence, and 
uses weapons when 
provoked. Talking and detec- 
tion of real criminals are this 
character’s fortes, as he jumps 
around from getting punched 
out in an abandoned office 
building to Jacqueline Bisset’s 
bedroom to a final confrontation 
at his client’s house, where the 
solution of the mystery comes 
into a sharp and clear focus. 

The scenario by Barry 
Beckerman and direction by J.. 
Lee Thompson work together 
for once instead of against each ~ 
other, as often happens. A 
feeling of menace is conveyed 
throughout--someone is always 
watching our hero from the 
shadows as he goes about his 
work. The last scenes move 
quickly, as the kleptomanic 
client (John Houseman) in- 
volves Bronson in a robbery 
that can never be reported. The 
seeds of all the villain’s fates 
are woven into this drive-in 
robbery, and only- Bronson 
remains unscathed. 

The supporting players are 
particularly good. Maximillian 
Schell as a psychiatrist, Harris 
Yulin and Harry Guardino as 
the robber cops, Dana Eclar_as 
an honest cop, and Elisha Cook 
as a tired doorman fit their 
roles to a tee, giving St. Ives a 
good, tough guy edge.
